So grievous was Israel's affliction 


that they hid In dens, caves and 
strongholds (Judges 6: 2). In their 
distress they cried unto the Lor-1, and 
(igalu he heard them and sent deliver- 
ance. The nngel of the Lord appeared 
to Gideon while at the post of duty. 
God always calls men who are doing 
something. Gideon's hesitancy when 
called was not due to unbelief, but to 
modpsly and cautiousness. When once 
he was convinced of duty lie was 
courageous and enthusiastic. 


I. The Oppoiing Army (v. 1). 
Gideon and his array arose early on 


that eventful day and encamped by 
the spring of Harm]. 
Over against 


fliem was the host of the Midlanltes In 
battle array. His array was Insignifi- 
cant In comparison with the Midlan- 
ltes. 


II. The Sifting of Gideon's Army 


(vv. 2-S). 


At Gideon's call 32,000 men respond- 


ed, rendy for the struggle. 
This 


seemed n small army to go against the 
Midiiinite army, 13.~,000 strong, hut 
God said this was loo many lest they 
he led (o boasting nnd setf-confldftice. 
Their real danger was not in their 
smalt tinny, but in their pride. All 
that were faint-hearted were allowed 
lo go back, leuvini; only ]0,fXX>. There 
were 22,000 cowards in tlmt group of , 
nii'n, and. worst of nil, they were not f 
ashamed to confess It. Still this was 
too rnany. When Goil was through with 
tils gifting process only 300 remained. 
The 10,000 were brave men. but not of 
proper quality and fitness. Those who 
lapped the water showed alertness 
nnd watilifulncss. .This test revialed 
the quality and fltnoss of the men 
v\hom tJoil would use to win victory. 


III. God Give* Encouragement to 


Gideon (vv. 9-13.) 


God bade Gideon go down to the 


Midiiinite camp, where be would hear 
something 
which 
would cheer 
his 


heart and strengthen his hnmK When 
he came near he heard a man tell a 
drenm, which was that of n hurley cake 
tumbling Into the camp and smiting It. 
He also heard the interpretation given 
to that drenm, which made Gideon to 
be tlutt cake. 
This greatly cheered 


bis heart and strengthened him for his 
\vink, mid caused Ills heart to burst 
forth in praise to God. A barley cake 
is a, very Insignificant thing, a very 
cheap affair in itself, but with the 
bund of Goil upon It, It would be suffi- 
cient to spread consternation ti|H>n the 
Midtnnitex nnd bring destruction upon 
their armies. 


IV. God Gives Victory to Gideon 


(vv. 1623). 


His army was very inslKniflcnnt and 


bis weapons most worthies*. H's at- 
tack wits unique. The whole matter 
w n« of faith (Heh. 11:32). The ground 
of Ills faith \vns God'* word and the 
token which be had ghon him. God 
doe- not a«k us to go forward wiihout 
good ground upon which in rest our 
faith. Gideon with bis 300 men former! 
into three companies, cadi man being 
provided with a trumpet and w.th a 
lamp concealed within a pitcher. Thus 
armrd, they surrounded Hie cumpo of 
the .Midianites. They wore all Instruct- 
ed to keep their ejes upon tlieir lender 
utid Imitate him. We, too. are to 1 eep 
our e.ics- on our leader. Christ, and to 
e»er do us be does. At the proper mo 
ment they blew their trumpets ntul 
broke their piKhers, giving opput I un- 
ity fur their lights to shim- out. This 
awful crush of btetiking pitchers, fol 
lowing the sound of trumpet H, neeotn- 
panlcd by the «liuiit, "The "woil of 
the Lord nnd of Gideon." threw Hie 
Midianites into a panic1, causing ilietn 
to fight atnntii; t^einsohe*. One nun- 
ilreii and Iuent.i Ilioiisaml were thus 
slain, leaving but ir>,0(>0 of tltut mij.-ht.i 
nniij (Judges 8:10).

that eventful day and encamped by 
the spring of Harm]. 
Over against 


fliem was the host of the Midlanltes In 
battle array. His array was Insignifi- 
cant In comparison with the Midlan- 
ltes. 


II. The Sifting of Gideon's Army 


(vv. 2-S). 


At Gideon's call 32,000 men respond- 


ed, rendy for the struggle. 
This 


seemed n small army to go against the 
Midiiinite army, 13.~,000 strong, hut 
God said this was loo many lest they 
he led (o boasting nnd setf-confldftice. 
Their real danger was not in their 
smalt tinny, but in their pride. All 
that were faint-hearted were allowed 
lo go back, leuvini; only ]0,fXX>. There 
were 22,000 cowards in tlmt group of , 
nii'n, and. worst of nil, they were not f 
ashamed to confess It. Still this was 
too rnany. When Goil was through with 
tils gifting process only 300 remained. 
The 10,000 were brave men. but not of 
proper quality and fitness. Those who 
lapped the water showed alertness 
nnd watilifulncss. .This test revialed 
the quality and fltnoss of the men 
v\hom tJoil would use to win victory. 


III. God Give* Encouragement to 


Gideon (vv. 9-13.) 


God bade Gideon go down to the 


Midiiinite camp, where be would hear 
something 
which 
would cheer 
his 


heart and strengthen his hnmK When 
he came near he heard a man tell a 
drenm, which was that of n hurley cake 
tumbling Into the camp and smiting It. 
He also heard the interpretation given 
to that drenm, which made Gideon to 
be tlutt cake. 
This greatly cheered 


bis heart and strengthened him for his 
\vink, mid caused Ills heart to burst 
forth in praise to God. A barley cake 
is a, very Insignificant thing, a very 
cheap affair in itself, but with the 
bund of Goil upon It, It would be suffi- 
cient to spread consternation ti|H>n the 
Midtnnitex nnd bring destruction upon 
their armies. 


IV. God Gives Victory to Gideon 


(vv. 1623). 


His army was very inslKniflcnnt and 


bis weapons most worthies*. H's at- 
tack wits unique. The whole matter 
w n« of faith (Heh. 11:32). The ground 
of Ills faith \vns God'* word and the 
token which be had ghon him. God 
doe- not a«k us to go forward wiihout 
good ground upon which in rest our 
faith. Gideon with bis 300 men former! 
into three companies, cadi man being 
provided with a trumpet and w.th a 
lamp concealed within a pitcher. Thus 
armrd, they surrounded Hie cumpo of 
the .Midianites. They wore all Instruct- 
ed to keep their ejes upon tlieir lender 
utid Imitate him. We, too. are to 1 eep 
our e.ics- on our leader. Christ, and to 
e»er do us be does. At the proper mo 
ment they blew their trumpets ntul 
broke their piKhers, giving opput I un- 
ity fur their lights to shim- out. This 
awful crush of btetiking pitchers, fol 
lowing the sound of trumpet H, neeotn- 
panlcd by the «liuiit, "The "woil of 
the Lord nnd of Gideon." threw Hie 
Midianites into a panic1, causing ilietn 
to fight atnntii; t^einsohe*. One nun- 
ilreii and Iuent.i Ilioiisaml were thus 
slain, leaving but ir>,0(>0 of tltut mij.-ht.i 
nniij (Judges 8:10).
